SHARING THC ATOMIC SECRET' 
■ ' Certainly tliere Is^othing wrong with the 
~ recent suggestion by**^. Sheridan Downey 
. of California that cooRrcss kIvo "serious con- 
sideration" to.-the possibility of making the 
secret of atomic power available to the en- 
tire worJd. 

■ But most Americans are likely to take the 
view thaf congress, utter Us "serious consid- 
eration,'"' should decide for tho United StTites 
, to hang on to tho atomic secret as long as 
:■ possible. The reason is simple. Too many na- 
■ tlona could not bo trusted with atomic power. 
However, the fact must be faced that, no 
matter what tho United states may decide to 
do, atomic power wilt not continue to bo 
- secret to all natlona for all tlmo. Probably 
; there Isn't a great nation upon earth which 
IS not doing everything it can to solve the 
. atomic problem. Sooner or later, some or 
many of them wlli succeed. And If tho dis- 
covery should bo made by the wrong kind 
of people, they may keep it secret until they 
begin exploding atorrilc bombs in a war of 
conquest 

Meanwhile, as the first to explode -tho 
atom, tho United States has a head start on 
other hatlona in attempting to devise dc- 
lenses against the new weapon and, at tho 
samo time, to Improvo upon atomic power 
now known. Tho report a few days ago that 
navy experts believe Ihejr-have a defense 
against such bombs was indicative ot the 
trend. 

But tha effectiveness ot the defense rc- 
aialni to be proved. Perhaps it will be Just 
03 well for Uncle Sam to cling to -the secret 
for dear life until ho is absolutely sure he can 
protect himself If knowledge of the atomic 
bomi/ should fall Into tho wrong hands.

POLIO PHEVENTION 
An experiment which the nation, and the 
world, Is watching eagerly I5 being conducted 
In Rockford, 111. An army bomber waa used 
there a few days ago to spray some 1,Q50 
pounds of tha new wftr-developed insecticide, 
known as DDT, In an effort to cope with a 
poliomyelitis problem with which Rocktord Is 
confranted-^Just as many communities have 
been confronted In recent years.

All ambitious children and most 
ot ours are highly ambitious to bo 
grownup and on Uielr way, want to 
work (or wages. Having, their 
money makes them feel on eved 
lermi with tho adults. But that feel- 
ing will not be enough to carry them 
through the highly tensed months of 
their adolescence.
